IL IL Greene, who, w ith Lester 
is confined 
in the county 
jail on tlie charge of forgery, made 
an a tte m pt S und a y to regain his 
liberty, but while he m ay be an ex­

a w a y from Sheriff AVilliams. 
A s is customary on S und ay, D e p­ 
uty Sheriff Charlie AVilliams gave 
the prisoners an opportunity S un­ 
d a y to enjoy a bath.
